A GOOD ORCHARD. 

Every farmer who is not in possession 

should now set about planting 
it and convenience of an orehard, 
invaluable to the farmer—good 
frait will always sel! if he ha * to have a 
surplas, and a plenty of fruit takes away the 
appetite for intoxicating drink—this is a fact 
which cannot be too often repeate 

To him who has a great plenty of land, and 
great variety of surface, | would advise for an 
orchard, a valley between hills if possible, 
so that the wash from the land surrounding 
may always tend to the orchard—and the 
winds may be impeded, by the hills, from visi- 
ting the orehard teo roughly 

There has been great diversity of opinion 
upon the distance of planting trees from each 
other—some have contended that the distance 
should be four rods, that the sum and air may 
have full influence on every tree, and every 
part of it—others have contended that a dis- 
tance much less is better. My own experience 
and observation are in favor of close planting, 
so that by the time the trees have got to their 
usnal size, the limbs of them shall mingle, 
and interlock each other, and the ground ander- 
neath will be perfectly shaded. Trees thus 
growing. will produce larger and finer fruit, 
and ground thus shaded. will not be likely te 
be sapped with the growth of grass or weeds, 
ner or dried by the san 

A young orchard should always be kept ander 
caltivation—it will 
field for many years, provided it is weil 
maoured. and when it has become so y 
that potatoes will not grow, then k it for a 
summer retreat for your hogs. ou, dod will 
keep in good health on the poor apples that 
fal! from the trees, and the worm that calcula- 
ted on a resurrection in the form of a curculio. 
finds nought but annihilation in the jaws of the 
swine. Therefore the result is, after a few 
years, fine fruit without wormy apples 

Although the last season was a very good 
one for fruit, yet there was not enough raised 
in our State to supply the demand, and 15,000 
barrele were brought down on the Western 
Railroad to supply the demand at Boston We 
can raise as good fruit, and can afford it as low 
as the farmers in New York. If our lands are 
net so good naturally, we can make them so 
artuficraliy—and we too have railreads to trun- 
die them off to our heart's content

The only city that tivals Florence, Bologna 
and Rome, in Germany, is Munich , and what 
she is she ower te King Lewis, of Bavaria, who 
is himself an artist, and a poet 

Munich, built on a barren plateau, about 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea, was, previous 
to the accession of the present king, an oki 
tasteless town with about 60,000 inhabitants 
ft numbers now over 120,000, with new streets, 
cathedrals, playhouses and other public built- 
ings, that not only vie with those of the largest 
European Capitals; but vastly surpass them in 
splendor, magnificence aud correct taste. There 
18 no street in Lenden or Paris that can boast 
of such a continuation of palaces as the “ Lud- 
Wig strasse,’’ in which every house is a cape- 
cious palace, built according to the severest 
rales of architecture, in strict reference to the 
art. There is the vast new university builling 
with three hundred lecture rooms in the most 
vigorous byzantinic style. There is a line of 
palaces (dwelling houses) that would do credit 
to the best times of the Capita! of the Medici, 
the public archives, the public library, all buiid- 
ings of sapener style and beautifully executed, 
the Arcades, a long covered walk adjoining the 
Royal Castle. by the side of which the Royal 
residence in St. James street, London, or even 
Buckingham Palace is, the former a barn, the 
latter nothing but a respectable pile of stones, 
and many other buildings that would in other 
places be deemed palaces, but which here form 
but a link in a long chain of architectural 
beauty 

he arcades are closed towards the sireet, 
but open and resting on columns toward the 
Roya! garden, the walls being covered with 
beautiful Fresco painting representing subjects 

from German and Roman history, and some 
exquisite landscapes frem Italy and Greece 
The old castle, which is one of the largest 
in Europe, has not much pretension to taste, as 
the interior is exceedingly rich, far exceeding 
the Imperia! residence of Vienna and the Tuile- 
mes in Paris. The new palace, however, is 
erected in the most splendid Florentine style 
after the mode! of the Palazzo Pitti in Florence 

Hundreds of thousands are spent upon the 
Fresco paintings um the different gallenes and 
chambers, and the galleries of brooze statues 
by Sch h

any where in Europe 

There is not in any Puropean capital a build 
ing erected for the express purpose of contain 
ing a gallery of paintings, and whose architec

Munich retailing beer by the quart or pint at 
the rate of 12,060 Evmer, or about 96,000 quarts 
aday. The quantity of malt liquor consumed 
in Bavaria and in Manich especia!ly, surpasses 
all conception—there being many a laborious 
person who will drink his ten to twenty quarts 
a day without seeming il! effect. The tariff of 
haekney-coachmen, cart-men, porters, ke. is 
fixed by law at so much money and so many 
quarts of beer. For instance, driving to such a 
garden 12 cents and 1 quart, to such another 
place 24 cents and 2 quarts, and s9 on in pro- 
portion. The Bavarian beer, however, is mach 
lighter than any beer brewed in this country or 
England, and, though much more tasteful, not 
much stronger than table-beer. Beer which is 
brewed stronger, s0 as to contain more intoxi- 
cating qualities, subjects the manufacturer to 
severe penalties, imprisonment. and the loss of 
the privilege to continue his trade. Ouly dering 
one month in the year (in the month of May,) 
brewers are permitted to brew stronger 
liquor ; but they are subject to a fine of twenty 
dollars for selling it after the Ist of June. The 
strong beer drank during the menth of May, s 
consiriered conducive to health. Drunkenness 
is exceedingly rare. The price of a quart of 
Bavarian beer has, for years past, never ex- 
ceeded 14 cent a quart 

The environs of Munich are not very roman- 
tie, except at a distance of thirty or forty 
miles, when one approaches the Tyrolese Alps,
